Your correspondent visited the scene of 
action this afternoon and found a posse 
of three hundred covering a space of about 
five miles. The largest crowd was cungre- 
gated one and a half miles from Isem's 
house consisting of 100 men well armed to 
the teeth, and about one and a half miles 
further on there were a mob of negroes 
about the same number, armed with Win- 
chester rifles, pistols, axes, clubs, and

It has been discovered that a namber of 
negroes had conspired to kill every man 
that was in the posse that arrested Jerry 
Jeffreth for the*killing of Mr. T. Moulden 
a few weeks ago, and that the killing of 
Mr. Isham was the commencement to carry 
out this awful conspiracy.

Pike’s Wife Under Arrest. 

Taylor was Pike’s stepfather and the oth- 
er two negroes his close pals, all of whom 
were supposed to know.of Pike’s wherea- 
bouts. If these negroes knew, they refused 
to tell, and the penalty of not telling was 
death. Pike’s wife was seen to slip into 
his house at 4 o’clock this morning. She was 
supposed to have known where the murder- 
er was, and every effort was made to make 
her divulge. The mob still has her securely 
held, and may succeed in making her tell. 

The negroes killed were all shot down 
on this side of the QOcopilco creek, about 
ten miles above Quitman. The report is 
that a second posse, which was scouring the 
woods north of the Ocopilco, bave killed 
four other negroes. ; 

This wholesale killing is terrible, but the 
people of that community have had terrible 
provocation. Hardly three weeks ago Tip 
Mauldin, a respectable white man, was 
brutally murdered on the public road in the 
same neighborhood by two worthless ne- 
groes. The people were greatly incensed 
over this murder, but the law took its 
course and the murderers are now in jail 
awaiting trial. Numbers of negroes exulted 
over this murder and even went so far 
as to hold a war dance a few nights af- 
terwards around the spot in the road 
where the murdered man’s life blood oozed 
out. 

This, of course, enraged the people still 
more, and when Isham, the best citizen 
in the community, was cowardly murdered 
by one of this same gang, the pent-up rage 
and vengeance was turned loose. All of 
the negroes killed are those intimately con- 
nected with Isham’s murder and those 
supposed to be aiding in the escape of 
the murderers, or were in the gang which 
held the exulting dance over poor Maul- 
din’s life blood. 

The arresting and jailing of Mauldin’s 
murderers had no restraining or suppressing 
effect on other lawless negroes in the 
neighborhood. Mauldin’s murderers them- 
Selves have no more regrets for their deed 
and no more compunction of conscience 
than a dog. 

Th pcsse which did last night's terrible 
work is still banded, together doggedly and 
determinedly looking for Waverly Pike. The 
record of tonight and tomorrow remains to 
be seen. Brooks county is aroused. The 
wholesale killing of negroes not directly 
connected with Isham’s murder is severely 
condemned and it is hoped that the aveng- 
ing mob will do no more of this mad work. 


SPLIT HIS SKULL. 


A Negro Kills a Neighbor Who Was 
Stealing His Hogs. 5 

Montgomery, Ala., December 23.—(Special) 
At 2 o’clock this morning Will Smith, a 
negro fireman, heard a noise in his hog 
pen. He slipped up to the pen and saw 
two men in the act of lifting a fat young 
hog over the fence. Securing a heavy ‘pole 
he slipped up to the fence and dealt one of 
the men a heavy blow, striking him down. 
The other escaped. On lighting a maich, 
Smith discovered ‘that he had- killed his 
best friend, his cousin and his next. door . 
neighbor, William: Hood, the lick having 
cleft his head open. Smith immediately 
came to town and surrendered. 


A Ball in His Brain.

NO NEED TO HANG HIM 


For When the Rope Was Put Around 
His Neck He Was Dead. 

New Orleans, December 23.—This after- 
noon in St. Bernard parish, below this city, 
a regro named George King had trouble 
with two other negroes at the house of 
Mr. Koste, a prominent citizen of that 
parish, and was ordered off the premises 
by Mr. Koste. King left, after making 
threats as to what he would do, ard went 
to the house of- his employer. Scon after 
Mr. Koste came along the road leading 
pest the house. 

King meanwhile hed possessed himself of 
his employer’s shotgun and game bag, 
which, as the sequel showed, containel 
cartridges loaded only with birdshot. Step- 
ping out in the road, he spoke to Mr. 
Koste, who was unarmed, threateningly 
and presented the gun as if to shoot. A 
constable happened to be passing and Mr. 
Koste spoke to him to arrest King. When 
the constable started toward King the 
latter backed, presenting his shotgun at 
the constable. 

The constable finally made a rush and 
Kirg fired both barrels, fortunately miss- 
irg the officer. King then took refuge in 
the barn. 

Several boys, attracted by the firing and 
excitement, came up to the fence, when 
King opened an indiscriminate fire on them. 
He fired seven or eight shots, painfully 
ne several of the boys with small 
shot. 

A crowd surrounded the barn and two 
men succeeded in making an entrance. 

King hid under the hay, but on being 
discovered rose up and fired at one of the 
men, who jumped from a convenient win- 
dow just in time to escape heing hit. The 
other man emptied his revolver into the 
infuriated negro. 

The barn took fire and King was forced 
out of his retreat by the flamés and ran 
under another building.

THERE IS NO WATER TO DRINK 


The Soil Solid as a Rock for 150 Feet 
Down— Tbe Prairies Look as if 
Laid with Asphalt. 


Niobrara, Neb., December 23.—The suffer- 
ing among the inhabitants of the drought- 
blighted part of Nebraska, including three- 
fourths of the residents of five counties, 
is becoming more intense daily, and imme- 
diate steps alone can prevent many deaths 
by starvation. Three years ago the farm- 
ers of these drought-blighted counties 
raised a very light crop, and tke past two 
years the crops have been.almost total fail- 
ures. Many families have not enough pro- 
visions in their homes for one week’s sus- 
tenance, and no money to purchase the 
necessities of life. Many of the merchants 
here feel that they have aided the poor 
farmers to the extent of their ability, and 
are unable to do any more for them or to 
sell them goods on credit. 

The sufferers cannot obtain employment,

Starve to death, and should the weather 
turn very cold, many will freeze to death, 
as it is a fact that many are bad off for 
clothes. 

A mother and her two children were found 
uead in their little cabin this week.

LaCrosse, Wis., December 23.—A loss of

A BLOODY DAY 


Desperate Battle Between Officers

A Crowd of Citizens Surround the Jail to 
Lynch Him, but Prominent Men Make 
Speeches, and the Mob Disperses. 


Augusta, Ga., December 23.—(Specia).)—A 
blood-curdling affair occurred today about 
2 o’clock near the North Augusta bridge. 

A negro desperado and murderer from 
South Carolina shot three police officers 
and an old white maa and two of the of- 
ficers—Detective Murray and Policeman 
Stringer—are both shot in the head and will 
probably die. Policeman Wrenn is shot in 
the leg and Davis was shot somewhere in 


the breast.

An attempt was made tonignt tv attack 
the jail and lynch the negro, mut Sheriff 
O’Conner had the jail strongly guarded 
and prevented the mob from entering. 

Last night James Wiggins, who lives at 
Graniteville, waited on the road about six 
miles from Augusta in South Carolina for 
another negro named aAnderson Williams 
and murdered him in cold viood. Wiggins 
then went to another eld man’s house and 
tried to kill him, but the old fellow es- 
caped. 

After the killing last night several ne 
groes in the neighborhood traced him in 
toward Augusta. On their way they met 
going into the country an eld negro wo- 
man, whom they knew, 2 sister of Sarah 
Jackson, who is a relative of Wiggins. 
They asked her how Jake was, and she 
said that he was all right; they had just 
left him at Seab’s house, just above the 
North Augusta bridge, whcre he arrived 


before day.

One of the negroes went to police head- 
quarters with this information and Detec- 
tive Murray was sent with him to capture 
Wiggins. The detective also had instruc- 
tions to get help from the uptown force.

Seeing 
this to be the truth, the men then sur- 
rounded the kitchen building in the rear. 
Murray knocked at the door, but as he did 
so he saw a negro peep out through the 
crack of the door and then slam it and 
evidently lock it. 

‘“He’s there!’ the crowd began yelling, 
and Murray, with his pistol drawn, threw 
himself against the door and it grashed in. 


As the detective forced himself in the room 
the firing began and it was so fast that the 
shots could not be distinguished apart. Po-

He placed his 
hand on his breast. He had been shyt in 
the vicirity of the heart. 

Policemen’s Cartridges Gone. 

The policemen had used all the cartridges 
in their pistols, but kept on the pursuit. 
Not so with Wiggins, however. He had 
cartridges in his jacket and as he ran 
along on Reynolds street, before returning 
to the river, reloaded his pistol. 

At the river bank the ficeing and biood- 
thirsty scoundrel was met by a large party 
of sightseers, who scattered before his ap- 
prcach. A young man named D. J. Jordan, 
drew his pistol and opened fire on the negro 
and the latter returned it. 

The negro then dashed under the Georgia 
approach of the bridge and turned at bay. 
Jordan covered him with his pistol, ‘and 
another young fellow, named Gleason, rush- 
| ed at the gurderer. As he did so Wiggins 
let go with both pistols at close range. l*or- 
tunately for the youth neither bullet hit 
him. The negro continued to snap his weap- 
ons, but in another instant Gleason was 
upon ‘him and held both pistols in the air. 
All the cartridges had been fired. 

Threats of Lynching. 

The next moment Desmond’ and Wren 
reached the scene and took charge of the 
prisoner. He was sullen, but showed no 
more fight, because his pistols were gone, 
and in all probability, his strength too, from 
the continuous running. 

Many of the men were infuriated and 
screamed 

‘‘Lynch him! 
stake!”’ 

But Lieutenant Desmond and all the po- 
licemen, in face, had their pistols drawn 
and warned the crowd to keep away or 
some one would be hurt. 

Had some leader appeared the crowd 
would undoubtedly have tried to take the 
negro from the officers. Many of them 
were crazy with the sight of blood and in- 
discriminate firing which had gone on for 
fifteen or twenty minutes. After the first 
shooting in the building many of the crowd 
who didn't join in the pursuit rushed into 
the yard and found Murray and Stringer 
both dangerously wounded. Both of them 
had been shot in the head and were fearful 
looking sights, their faces covered with 
blood. 

Stringer was also in a desperate condi- 
tion. In fact it was believed at the time 
that neither man would have more than an 
hour to ive. Mr. Webb took old man Da- 
vis to his home on Market street, just 
across from where the murderer was first 
discovered. The old man was in great ago- 
ny but retained his consciousness. He died, 
however, in less than an hour. 

Detective Murray is tonight resting quiet- 
ly, but his condition is precarious. He is 
shot twice in the face.

The negro received a slight flesh wound in 
the riglt breast. 

Mr. Davis, who was killed, was standing 
outside of his house, and was a disinterest- 
ed party. He received a ball in the left 
chest an inch above the heart. He lingered 
between life and death until fifteen minutes 
to 4 o'clock, when he finally succumbed and 
died. He was here visiting his family, Mr. 
Davis himself being an operative at Rich- 
mond factory, about seventeen miles from 
Augusta. 

The Crowd at the Jail. 

All the evening there was talk of lynching 
and at 8 o’clock tonight a crowd of about 
500 left the Arlington hotel and marched to 
the jail, but were stopped in the street by 
Chief Hood, Hon. W. H. Fleming and Judge 
Eve, who addressed the crowd and sueceed- 
ed in getting them to disperse without mak- 
ing an attack. 

Sheriff O’Conner has the jail well guarded 
and Governor Atkinson has wired him au- 
thority to call the military for assistance 
to protect the prisoner. 

There is no further fear tonight of lynch- 
ing. Court will be convened at once and the 
negro will be given a speedy trial.

Governor Atkinson’s Action. 

Telegrams flew thick and fast to Governor 
Atkinson last night from the authorities 
and citizens of Augusta requesting mili- 
tary protection for the murderer.

Berlin, .Dedember 23.—Christmas week 
opens with most of Berlin society p2ople 
at their country homes. The example has 
been set by the imperial family, who will 
remain in Potsdam until the middle of 
January, when court life at the old castle 
will be resumed. The date fixed is seven 
or eight days later than last season and 
the tradesmen who clothe, feed and adorn 
society at the big receptions and dinners 
are bemoaning the heavy losses which this 
delay will cause them. . 

The absence of the court.grows more 
noticeable yearly. Some say that the em- 
peror is prejudiced against his own capital 
because it is full of radicais and social 
d:mocrats. This is about the only at- 
tempt to assign a reason for the short- 
ness of his stay here. It is certain that 
the emperor manifests no dislike of so- 
ciety functions. The empress does not con- 
ceal her delight in balls, dinners, the opera 
and the play. All amusements within the 
range of her position seem to please her 
now more than ever before. The old 
castle has been altered considerably in the 
last month and the work is hardly yet 
complete. Under the emperor's supervision 
some of the largest rooms have been re- 
decorated and several new pictures have 
been hung in the state apartments. The 


The absence 
of the court circle has not had much 
effect upon the holiday aspect of the town. 
General trade has every appearance of 
briskness and the flow of Christmas chari- 
ty and good feeling is as full as ever. On 
Thursday the Empress Frederick attended 
a grant fete of the children of the Pezeta- 
lozzi Frobelhaus.

The Empress and the Orphans. 

The Empress Augusta Victoria enter- 
‘tained the children of the Empress Augusta 
home still more elaborately. She brought 
them in court carriages from Charilotten- 
burg to the new palace in Potsdam and 
treated them to chocolate, cakes and fruits 
in the presence of the small princes who sat 
at the table with their visitors and after- 
ward joined them in a dance and general 
frolic. After three hours ‘of fun the chil- 
dren had lemonade and cakes and went 
home. The imperial princes will have an 
unusually splendid tree on Christmas eve. 

Thei ‘Empress Frederick has devoted the 
best part of several days to dressing it, and 
has bestowéd on it a vast amount of Chirst- 
mas stuff sent to her by the prince of 
Wales, her brother, through Sir Ei Bb. . Ma- 
let. In the evening she has tried to fulfill 
some of the functions which would devolve 
upon the court were it here. On Thurs- 
day she gave a reception and dinner in Lon- 
or of the czar’s énvoy, General Swetchin. 
Among those present were Ambassador 
Theodore Runyan and Mrs. Runyon, the 
Austrian and Spanish ambassadors and 
their wives, Count von Schlieffen and Count 
von Kanitz. 


The Emperor Hunting. 


Emperor William, while avoiding such 
social duties, has gone off hunting in the 
neighborhood of Koenigs-Wusternausen. At 
his urgent request, Count Botho Zu Eulen- 
berg, the former premier, accompanied him. 
The imperial favors bestowed upon this un. 
popular and untiring office seeker, bave 
caused much dubious headshaking in the 
last week, as they have given rise to the 
report that he soon will succeed brince 
Hokenlohe. It is regarded as reasonably 
certain that the present chanceilor can be 
only a stop gap. His few appearances in 
the reichstag have shown that nis vw<al 
powers, which never were great, are wan- 
ing rapidly. As a debater, he cuts no fig- 
ure whatever, generally reading his 
speeches as he would official statements, 
and then diverging from the text, invari- 
ably needing suggestions from the secretary 
at hig elbow. His lifeless manner und thin 
voice make a forlorn impression ou all 
who remember Caprivi’s vigorous delivery 
and penetrating tones.

The Emperor and the Socialists. 

The semi-official newspapers say that 
neither the emperor nor chancz2llor isauxious 
over the results of their failure to discip- 
line the social democrats in the reichstag. 
The emperor is reported as holding aloof 
from ‘parliamentary business, having no 
share in the attempt to curtail members’ 
privileges and not caring whether his at- 
tempt succeeded or not. 

Yesterday The Kuelnische Zeitung says: 

‘‘Prince~Hohenlohe has further aims than 

confifct with ‘the weichstag. He ‘knows 
that such a conflict would hamper and 
might even make impossible the govern- 
ment’s policy. Those who expect a con- 
flict show their ignorance of the real 
situation.”

FIRE AT MARIETTA. 


The Best Business Block Made a Nar- 
row Escape This Morning. 

Marietta, Ga., 1 o’clock a. m., December 
%4.—(Special.)—A very dangerous fire broke 
out at midnight on the east side of the 
public square in the building occupied as @ 
grocery store by Florence Bros. & Reid. it 
was burning a half hour before water was 
pinyed on it, and looked like it would be 
consumed. The fire was put out at about 
2 o'clock this morning. Florence Bros. & 
Reid carried a stock valued at about $3,500. 
It. was covered by insurance of $1,500. 

Next on the north side is a store occu- 
pied by James Iiardeman, which was 
damaged by water and smoke to a consider- 
able extent. There is $1,500 insurance on 
the stock. On the south side of the public 
square was a store belonging to Judge 
George Gober and occupied by P- =. Handy 
& Co. Judge Gober’s office is in the upper 
story. The building was ecnsiderably dam- 7 
aged by smoke and water, 

The fire had a very threatening aspect at 
one time and for a while it was feared that 
the entire block, together with our hand- 
sone courthouse, would be consumed. The 
calamity was only averted by the heroic 
work and wise judgment of the Marietta 
fire department. 

The fire was supposed to have originated 
in the rear of Florence Bros. & * Reid’s 
stcre, where a lot of hay was stored. It 
must have been burning some time before 
discovered, as a gentleman in passing ths 
building ef 10 o’clock last night saw smoke 
issuing forth from the windows. 

Bad Fire at Cornelia. 


Cornelia, Ga., December 23.—(Special.)— 
A disastrous fire occurred here yester- 
day. At 5o’clock a, m., the two large stores 
occupied by Smith & Barr, dealers in gen- 
eral merchandise, were burned with their 
large stock valued at $6,000. The insurance 
on the stock was $3,000. The buildings be- 
Icnged to George Stone, and were worth 
$3,000. They are & complete loss, as he 
carried no insurance,

lost his entire library and office furniture. 
The belief is that the fire was of incendiary 
origin.

NORTH CAROLINA’S PROPERTY. 


The State Auditor Files His Report 
with the Governor. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 23.—(Special.)}— 
The state auditor’s report in Nerth Caro. 
lina property and finances was placed in 
Governor Carr’s hcnds yeeterday. It says 
the net increase in the value of taxable 
property in twelve months is $1,200,000, 
mainly on town, railway ana personal prop- 
erty. There was a decrease of $1,500,000 
in the stock in compenier and lands outside 
of cities and towns. Taxes were reduced 
nearly 2 cents on the hundred dollars valu- 
ation. State taxes aggregated $1,360,000 
and county taxes $1,060,000. The per capita 
tax is 11.44. The average value of farming 
lands is $4.16 an acre and the average farm 
contains 127 acres. A majority of the coun- 
ties have no debt. The state’s 4 per cent 
debt is $3,323,000. The public indebtedness is 
not over one twenty-fifth of the tax-paying 
property of the state. The tax for general 
purposes is lower than in any other state. 
The expenses are kept well within the 
State’s income and there is over $300,000 
perhaps in the treasury. 


RUN OVER BY A TRAIN, 


A Negro Caught on a Trestle—Riot at 
Pineapple. 

Selma, Ala., December 23.—(Special.)— 
Tom Fitt, a negro, was run over and killed 
this morning at Scott’s station, by the 
Akron train. The negro attempted to cross 
a trestle in front of the train, which was 
coming down grade. The engineer tried 
his best to stop the train, but could not 
do so and the man was run over and in- 
stantly killed. He had a companion with 
him who got off the track and tried to keep 
him from going on the trestle, but hé per- 
sisted and was killed.

A report reached the city today of a 
bloody riot at Pineapple, but particulars 
could not be learned. It is said that three 
men were killed.

Green Brook received 
injuries, from which he afterward died, 
and his son is also fatally wounded.

Why a Leader Is Wanted. 

A correspondent writes to say that he 
regards Tbe Constitution’s demand for 
a democratic leader as a piece of politi- 
cal humor. “I am a democrat,” he says, 
“but not a democrat of the stripe that 
controls the party in Washington. If 
you insist on calling the present con- 
gress 2 democratic body, then I assure 

you you will not find five hundred demo- 
crats in the whoble south outside of the 
cuckoo element.” 

Our correspondent is, perhaps, too in- 
dignant to write conservatively. We 
do not say his indignation is not justi- 
fied, but we do say that he is a little too 
sweeping in bis remarks. There is notb- 
ing whatever the matter with a ma- 
jority of the southern democrats in con- 
gress. A few of them have succumbed 
to fhe purchasing power of executive 
mn tronage, but the majority of them 
uave stood the test tolerably well. 

The-trouble is that the southern dem- 
ocrats are powerless in the face of the 
combination that has been effected be- 
tween the eastern democrats, so-called, 
and the republicans. This combination 

controls legislation in the house and 
would control it in the senate if a closure 
rule could be adopted, These eastern 
congressmen are in the pay of the gold 
trust, and they are not only willing but 
eager to carry out apy scheme that the 
trust may propose. 

Now, if the democratic party in the 
south is going to be held responsible by 
the people for this eastern combination 
of plunderers, then all we have to say 
is that the party will be in a bad fix. 
That is the reason we want to see some 
capable southern democrat in congress 
come to the front as a leader, and vin- 
dicate the party and the people of this 
section. The time is ripe for it. In the 

~———— srt hys.— when southern congressmen 
had the courage of their convictions 
and were willing to speak for the peo- 
ple, there would have been no need for 
any newspaper to call for a leader. Such 
a man as Calhoun, or Toombs, or Ste- 
phens, would have arraigned the corrup- 
tiouists before the bar of public opinion, 
and, in a speech of not more than an 
hour, would have brought all their 
schemes of plunder and spoliation to 
naught. Such a man is very much 
needed in congress at this moment—a 
man bold enough and patriotic enough 
to cut loose for one hour from the 
shambling conventionalities that prevail 
in the house, and denounce the corrupt 
combination that has thus far succeeded 
in blocking all financial legislation in 
behalf of the people.

A Common Mistake. 


When Robert Louis Stevenson was 
last in New York the society people of 
the 400 circle took charge of him, and 
be was bored to death by a crowd of 
brainless fops and a number of silly 
women who vainly tried to talk up to 
him. The result was that he went away 
with a distaste for New York society, 
and ever afterward he made it a point 
to shun Americans. 

We are always making just such mis- 
takes when literary lions from Europe 
come over here. Men and women who 
are in society simply because they have 
money seize upon a famous writer, hur- 
riedly learn the names of his books and 
their general character, and then pro- 
ceed to talk about matters concerning 
which they are almost absolutely igno- 
rant. 

A man like Stevenson would have en- 
joyed himself in New York with a set 
of bright bohemians, journalists and 
story writers, but he did not understand 
the common herd of rich people and 
they did not appreciate him, 

Society should change its programme 
in regard to the entertainment of dis- 
tinguished strangers. There is no sense 
in forcing a visitor to spend his time 
with a mob of uncongenial people. If it 
is really the purpose of his entertainers 
to make his visit pleasant he should be 
protected from bores, and bright men 
and women who will interest him should 
introduced, . Stevenson, of course, 
went away thinking that the New York 
society people were superficial or stupid, 
and yet there were plenty of people in 
the metropolis who could have impress- 
ed him very differently.

GEORGIA FARM NOTES, 


In the past few years there has been 
@ great increase in the amount of sorghum 
raised in Bartow county. Much of the 
land is well adapted to this important crop 
and every year there is an increased acre- 
age planted. Mr. F. R. Walker, near Cass 
Station, has a large and conveniently ar- 
ranged sorghum mili and this fall he made 
up about 3,000 gallons for himself and 
neighbors. There are many other mills 
in the county and the time is fast ap- 
proaching when the farmers will buy very 
little syrup from the merchants, for the 
Georgia home-made sorghum makes a 
splendid “sop” and it is so much cheaper 
than to buy it. 


Mr. J. N. Warren,’ of Tharp, one of the 
best farmers in Houston county, kept 
strict account of the expenses and income 
of his cotton crop on a four-horse farm 
this year, the product being sixty bales. 
The income foots up $1,680, including the 
excess of pork raised over last year. The 
expenses amount to $1,906.36, a loss of 
$226.35. If he, or any other farmer, is 
satisfied this js a fair sample result of 
raising cotton at 5 cents a pound, then it 
is folly to raise cotton with the present 
lights.

A GEURGIA SKETCH. 


blessed with no “hostages to fortune.”’ 

I have been requested by Harpers to pre- 
pare for that publication a sketch of a true 
Georgia incident, mention of which I made 
in The Savannah Press in the summer of 
1892. I thing The Press article was at the 
time recopied in The Augusta Herald. 

The narrative which I am to discuss 
was related to me by Mr. Josiah Carter, 
now of the staff of The New York Adver- 
tiser. Mr. Carter knew the persons con- 
cerned quite well. He has told it over and 
over again, but I do not think he has ever 
printed it. 


Ten or fifteen years ago there lived near 
Stone Mountain, up the Georgia road, a 
weaithy young farmer. He had been mar- 
ried six or eight years, but had been 
blessed to no “hostages to fortune.” 

One day there came to his home sup- 
plicating help a poor white woman. She, 
in appearance and conversation, betrayed 
evidences of culture and refinement. By 
the hand she led two little girls—twins, 
if I mistake not. They were poorly clad, but 
very beautiful children. Their father was 
dead. The mother was begging for oppor- 
tunity to support herself and little cherubs. 

The farmer’s wife at the time needed 
@ good housekeeper. The woman was em- 
ployed to fill that position. A neat cottage 
a couple of hundred yards from thé resi- 
dence was given to her for a home, and 
she and her daughters took up thei resi- 
dence in the modest little place. 


The farmer and his wife took a fancy to 
one of the children. A month after the 
poor woman had settled in her new place 
the farmer sought of her permission to 
adopt the little girl, Amie. Consent wag 
given, and before the superior court when 
it next sat in the county the formal adop- 
tion was made. 

Janie, the other sister, remained with 
her mother and assisted her parent with 
her household work. 


Amie became the pet of the farmer and 
his wife. They were dearly devoted to 
her. After a year’s training at her new 
home she was sent to a boarding school 
in a neighboring city. Nothing was 
denied her in the way of education that 
money could purchase or provide. 

She was a very bright little miss. She 
learned quite rapidly. At the end of three 
years she returned to the home of her 
adopted parnts—beautiful, bright and ac- 
complished. if 

Her wardrobe was furnished with a lavish 
hand. The most beautiful dresses that

“boast Were at her disposal. She spoke 


French and Italian, knew a bit of German, 
danced like a siren, sang entrancingly and 
was catered to and wooed by all who ever 
came in contact with her. 

She was lofty of character, sweet of dis- 
position, lovely of manner. Her adopted 
parents were very proud of her—and just- 
ly so. 


Meanwhile Janie grew up on the farm as 
all little country girls do. She had her 
sweethearts, of course, but they were 
gawky, country lads. She knew no piano 
note, knew nothing of the waltz and less 
of the german. She was as pretty as purity 
and was honorable and chaste as a saint, 
but she was not accomplished and refined 
in the sense that accom hment and re- 
finement are accepted in this world. 


Her attire was plain, but neat. She was. 


a diligent and dutiful child and loved her 
dear old mother with remarkable affection, 
always working for her and assisting her in 
her domestic duties. 


When Amie returned from school to take 
her place of honor in the home of the 
wealthy farmer an embarrassing state of 
affairs Wag presented. 

Amie dressed in the best and finest; sat 
at a table surrounded by luxury, and her 
sister was the person who waited upon 
her. In her room her sister was her maid, 
Janie did the work of drudgery, while Amie 
reveled in all that money could afford. 

One was the mistress of the mansion— 
the other was the faithful servant therein. 

Surely, as I have said before, that was 
the sarcasm of fate. 


I wish, before I close this remarkable 
narrative—a true story of Georgia life—to 
pay high tribute to the less favored sister. 

She delighted in her sister’s good for- 
tune. She had no word against fate be- 
cause of the preference that had been 
shown. It was her joy to administer to 
the wants of her idolized kinswoman, and 
no heiress in all the world had so faithful, 
so loving and so dutiful a maid as Amie 
Woodwell had in her sister, Janie. 

Both are married now and happy. God’s 
blessing upon each of them!

NOW FREE COINAGE OR NOTHING. 


From The Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The administration currency: bill is having 
“hard sledding” in the house. It has been 
presumed that the measure would pass that 
body, which was quick at the last session to 
obey the commands emanating from the 
white house; but the currency bill couldn’t 
stand the fire of debate, and the committee 
on banking and currency has made radical] 
changes in it, probably with the consent and 
co-operation of the secretary of the treas- 
ury. The principal amendment is to give 
to national banks the option of going on 
as they go now, issuing notes guaranteed 
by a deposit of United States bonds. The 
banks as a whole, too, are to be relieved 
from making good for a bank that may 
fail. These Amendments will meet some of 
the objections that have been raised in the 
papers and in the debate in the house, but 
they will not commend the rest of the bill. 
The chances are even, at least, that it 
cannot carry in the popular branch, and 
there never has been a belief among well- 
informed people that it could pass muster 
in the senate. 

About all the currency bill seems to be 
worth now is as a possible vehicle for bring- 
ing up the question to the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver. 

Four weeks ago Mr. Carlisle, without any 
authority of law, purchased fifty-eight and a 
half millions of gold coin and paid for it with 
an issue of 5 per cent government bonds to 
run ten years. Twenty-five millions of this 
gold he has now returned to its former 
owners in exchange for treasury notes. The 
remainder of the gold so purchased is being 
rapidly exchanged by him for greenbacks in 
like manner. Long before the end of Jaf- 
uary the sharpers will have recovered all 
their gold, and the government will be pay- 
ing interest on the bonds issued for gold 
which was almost immediately returned to 
the purchasers. The president and Mr. Car- 
lisle have both loudly advertised that they 
will keep up this merry-go-round of issuing 
interest-bearing bonds for gold, and then 
returning the gold.to the purchasers in ex- 
change for non-interest-bearing notes until 
congress passes a bill in whieh they both 
have some claims of authorship. 

Mr. Carlisle proposes that the $500,000,000 
of treasury notes now in existence shall be 
a reserve fund to secure an amount of pri- 
vate bank circulation; in excess. of that 
amount:as seven is to three. This would give 
us seventeen hundred millions of bank cir- 
culation secured by five hundred millions 
of treasury notes. So the treasury notes are 
not to go out of the way after all. Those 
who absorb the gold would compel the sale 
of bonds to furnish them with gold precisely 
as they do now. With bank notes they 
would demand greenbacks at the banks, 
and with the greenbacks they would de- 
mand gold at the treasury. The greenbacks 
cannot be extinguished and still made the 
basis of bahk -cirevlation, as the president 
and Mr. Carlisle propese. We cannot have 
our cake and eat it, too. If we substitute a 


we are on the verge of bankruptcy, an 
propose to avert it by transferring the ru’ 
to state and national banks. Mr. Carlis! 
thinks it would require from five to twent 
years to obtain relief even by this methor 
His medicine would only stimulate the di: 
ease. We must either increase our volum 
of redemption money by the free coinage © 
silver, or we must suspend specie payment: 
Congress will be compelled by an outrage 
people to forbid the issuance of bonds fo 
the purchase of gold to maintain the gok 
standard against the laws of the land. Ow 
laws say that the gold dollar is the uni 
of value, -not the standard of value, and the' 
the silver doliar is its full equal in value for 
money purposes. The lew does not say tha: 
the melted-up silver dollar is worth as muct 
as the melted-up gold dollar. We do not us: 
melted-up dollars of either kind as money. 
We cannot redeem in gold unless we con 
tinue to buy it with interest-bearing bonds 
It is the duty of congress to resume it: 
powers and to tell the president, in a lav 
too plain to be evaded by him, that he 
shall not any further increase our interest 
bearing debt in the interest of gold specu- 
lators, 


ATLANTA’S SADDEST CHRISTMAS. 


Just thirty years ago today! 

As Christmas eve drew near in this yee: 
of grace 1864, the good people of Atlant 
were in sore distress. 

No holiday shoppers were to be seen ©: 
the streets, for there were no stores, and nm 
streets in what is now the business distric: 
of the city. From the Methodist church 
on Peachtree to Brotherton’s corner ot 
Whitehall, and from the police station 0! 
Decatur to the cotton factory on Mariette 
street nothing was to be seen but heaps o* 
ashes and the ruins of buildings that hac 
been shattered by forty days bombard 
ment and then destroyed by Sherman’s mer 
ciless torch. 


Perhaps half a dozen houses remained 
standing in all that vast area of desolation 
and surrounding the burned locality migh 
have been seen about four hundred dwell 
ings which had escaped the flames. 

The city was evacuated and destroyed by 
the federals about the middle of November 
and very few of the exiled inhabitants hac 
returned in December. 

Six weeks after the great conflagratio! 
the ruins were still smoking from the mold 
ering fires hidden away under the moun 
tains of debris. 

The day before Christmas the smok 
from the ruins caused the sun to shine wit! 
a dull red glare, and the whole town wa: 
enveloped in a thick haze. 


Half a dozen enterprising traders hac 
opened little shanty stores where they sold 
limited stocks of groceries, but there wa 
nothing else in the shape of business. 

The fathers and mothers and the sorrow 
ful little ones who were here on that da} 
were not thinking about Christmas trees. 
It was impossible to buy anying to hans 
on them. In all the city there was not a toy 
a stick of candy or an orange to be haa 
and there was not a single turkey between 
Tennessee and Tybee. 

But the stout hearted men and women of 
those days did not complain, and their 
children were used to the privation that fol- 
lowed the trail of an invading foe. 

The housewives in December '& found i! 
hard to supply their tables with the plain- 
est food. There was no beef, nothing in 
the shape of vegetables, and meal, flour and 
bacon commanded fancy prices. Then, when 
food was obtained it was difficult to cook it 

Every. tree had been cut down for tw 
miles around the city before and during the 
siege. There were no wagons to haul wood, 
and hundreds of men, women and boys 
had to walk to the forests and drag back 
with them heavy sticks of timber. 


No coal, no gas, none of the conveniences 


of life! 

The railroads torn up by Sherman had 
mot been repaired, and it was hard to trans- 
port supplies from neighboring towns. 

Still, a few people managed to celebrate 
Christmas, after a fashion, but their bill 
of expenses would astonish tne readers 
of today. 

One energetid citizen who@was the happy 
owner of a horse and wagon went all the 
way to Macén and brought back a load of 
holiday stuff. His bill contained the follow- 
ing items:

This was not all. When the citizen reach- 
ed home he found that one of his neighbors 
had saved some of the stock of a bookstore 
destroyed after the siege, and he purchased 
several volumes for his family and friends. 
The books were confederate editions, with 
brown paper or wall paper backs, and 
among them were ‘“‘Les Miserables,’’ in five 
volumes at $ a volume; “Macaria,”’ $7; 
“Lady Audley’s Secret,’’ $8; “Great Expecta- 
tions,’’ $8, and “No Name,” $7. 

Adding these sums to the other bill, the 
total amounted to $2,240, a pretty heavy ex- 
penditure for a small family. 

The present most highly prized by the 
lady of the house was a five-dollar gold 
piece, purchased in Macon for $200. This 
coin was treasured until after the collapse 
of the confederacy, when it literally saved 
the family from starvation, 


If the ruling prices of that time stagger 
people now, it should be recollected that 
confederate money was easy to get, ana 
everybody was very willing to part with it. 
The prosperous accommodated the poor, 
and the families of the soldiers at the front 
generally had all the credit they wanted. 
and it was easy for them to borrow all the 
money they needed. 

The little colony in Atlanta thirty years 
ago had plenty of money, such as it was, 
but they were not able to buy much with it.

The Rabbi’s Objections to His Child Dano. 
ing Around a Cbristmes Tree and 
Singing Christmas Carols. 


Jacksonville, Fia., December 23.— 
cial.)—“My *religious principles do no: 
mit any recognition of the divinity of 
Christ and, while I hold to them, n 
of mine shall dance around a Christmas 
tree.” 

This was the declaration made last nicht 
by Rabbi Rabino, of the Jewish synag mre 
in this city. He made it in ® caim, im. 
passioned manner, but still with firmness 
and determination stamped upon = every 
word and upon every line of his face. 

The rabbi’s remark was partially in ex. 
planation of a little incident which has 
stirred up cuite a breeze in kindergarten 
circles of late and is really of considerable 
significance. The Southern Kinuersar'en 
Association is a Jacksonville institution 
incorporated last year, and it now has five 
schools in succesful operation in this city— 
a central kindergarten and four bran: hes. 
A little daughter of Rabbi Rabin» a: is 
the central institution. From her it was 
learned by her father, about a month ag), 
that a good deal was being said by the 
teachers about the Christ-child and Christ. 
mas and that the songs in daily use of 
late all bore largely upon the story of the 
nativity and the divine character and at. 
tributes of Jesus Christ. This information 
was somewhat of a surprise to the rabbi, 
for he had been given to understan: that 
the kindergarten was a@ strictly non-secta 
rian institution, and this was one 0: the 
principal considerations which moved him 
to send his little chiid there for instruc. 
tion. The matter worried him not 4 little, 
and he finelly decided to investigate it. 
Accordingly, he wrote a vVéry courteous 
note to Mrs. Aline E. Weston, the principal 
of the kindergarten, laying the facts before 
her and intimating with sufficient plainness 
that he should have to withdraw his child 
from the school if this kind of instruction 
was to continue as a regula’ thing. 

Mrs. Weston was. evidently impressed 
with the gravity of the affair, for she lost 
no time in calling upon Rabbi Rabino in 
person. There are ma”y children of He 
brew parents in the various Kindergartens— 
fully half a dozen in the central school~ 
and the withdrawal of the patronage of 
these people would be a serious bivow to 
the prosperity and progress of the associa- 
tion in this city. At first Mrs. Weston tried 
to explain to the ranb' that the sing ng 
of Christmas songs and the stories of the 
Christ-child were not doctrinal matters at 
all—simply a means of dmusement and 
drill for the children. But the rabbi didn't 
look at it in that way. 

“All such things,” he said, “are religious 
instruction. They belong very properly in 
the churches and the Sunday schools, but 
they are grossly out of place in the kinder- 
garten. Our church teaches its people in 
the church—it does not go to the kine: gar- 
ten to get information about God and the 
Bible. Other churches do the same thing. 
They do not send their boys and girls to 
the kindergarten tu have them instructed 
in the faith of foreordination, universal 
damnation or salvation and the propricty 
of sprinkling or inwumersion. Now our be- 
lief is in the unity of God. We teach the 
unity of God to our children. Why, 
then, should we have them go to the kin. 
dergarten only to have their faith in 
Judaism shaken by this talk about the 
divine Christ? Such instructivn is the rank- 
est kind of sectarianism and is in violation 
of the professed policy of tbe kindergarten 
association.’* | ; “ 

Mrs. Weston assured the rabbi. that there 
was no intention on the part of the teach- 
ers to offend the Jewish patrons. of the 
school and in the end agreed with him 
that such instruction was out of place 
there and was in this instance the result 
of thoughtlessness, no doubt. efore leav- 
ing she assured him also that from now on 
there should be no religious instructivn in 
the kindergartens, the opening devotional 
exercises being strictly unsectarian. in 
further explanation of the fairness of his 
position, Rabbi Rabino says: 

“We believe in the unity of God—have no 
place in our faith for the trinity and kin- 
dred ideas. Our church recognizes Jesus 
Christ only as a historical character, much 
like Columbus, or Calvin, or Abraham Lin- 
coln, But, in our opinion, He forms no 

rt of the Deity. Now all the sones of the 

‘hrist-child and Christmas comprehend the 
divinity‘ of Christ—ami th@ is just what 
we don’t want taught to our children. And 
for this reason we are disposed to patron- 
ize the kindergarten as~an unsectarian 
school. Let these kindergarten tvachers in- 
struct as they please in the Sunday schools, 
but they ought to keep all such subjects 
out of the day schools. 

little Miss Rabino, by her father’s direc- 
tion, did not attend the Christmas festivi- 
ties included in the closing exercises of the 
central kindergarten last Friday morning, 
but most of the other Hebrew children 
were there; however.

The Visit of the French Art‘sts—“The Case 
of Rebellious Susan” and the Discus- 
sion of the Social Question.

M. Arthur Durieu is a manager of wide 
experience in the handling of French opera 
in New Orleans, a man who is thorough- 
ness itself in the handling of the details of 
his productions, and one whose judgment 
in all matters pertaining to the particular 
branch of management with which he ts 
identified is usually unassailable. But Mon- 
sieur Durieu is not infallible—he makes mis- 
takes like the rest of us. He made one 
here in Atlanta and that was in opening his 
engagement with “‘La Fovorite.’’ Not that 
Denizetti’s music is not beautiful; not that 
the interpretation of that music was not, 
in most respects, adequate; but “La Favor- 
ite’ gave absolutely no idea of the real 
strength of his company True, Madame 
Dargissonne was a superb contralto—the 
best, perhaps, that Atlanta ever heard; 
Chavoroche’s magnificent basso had even 
better opportunities of showing its true 
worth than it did in “Les Huguenots” and 
Soum proved a thoroughly adequate bari- 
tone. But there’s an old saw which is 
built upon a meager number of swallows 
not making a summer that applies here; 
one swallow or two or three may be just 
as good swallows as any of those that are 
to follow and may make just as much 
rci:e; two or three artists may be even 
magnificent in their strength; but— 

You see the application of the simile. 

I am not arguing for ‘Les Huguenots.” 
While Tuesday night’s performance was 
unauestionably the finest production of 
grand opera which Atlanta has ever had 
and did show the strength of the company, 
I recognize the impossibility of giving it 
the opening night, especially in view of the 
fact that the company was just off the 
train after a five hundred mile railroad 
journey. The music is very heavy, the 
strain upon the principals 50 great that 
they would naturally have refused to con- 
siGer producing it immediately after such a 
journey. But why not “Faust,’’ why not 
‘“‘Mignon?’—for each the cast is strong 
and thoroughly worthy of the organization. 


Financially “La Favorite’’ was a mistake 
which cost Mr. Durieu many a good Ameri- 
can dollar. To say that the Monday right 
audience was disappointed is but to state 
the plain, unalloyed and unvarnished truth; 
and yet that same audience twe ty-four 
hours later almost “‘rose in its enthusiasm”’ 
in recognizition of the magnificent strength 
of the same company. Had there been 
such a production of any opera the first 
night every man and especially every WO- 
man would have been resolved into a 
walking advertisement of the organization 
and the capacity of the Grand would have 
been tested at the other performances. 

I am glad that Mr. Durieu recognizes the 
ecmbination of circumstances which pre- 
vented the business he expected, and that 
he will come to us again. With these cir- 
cumstances eliminated, as they will be an- 
other year, a week of French opera at the 
Grand would be the great week of the sea- 
son and would pay well. 


From grand opera to operatic comedy 
may be considered, from a musical stand- 
point, a “fall, my brethren,” but I am 
cure Paline Hall and ‘‘Dorcas’’ will be 
given a regular Christmas welcome. Their 
engagement will begin tonight with Christ- 
mas matinee and a Christmas night per- 


rormance. in presenting this style 
of entertainment, Pauline Hall has 
made a new departure, as all 


her efforts heretofore have been confined to 
productions of comic opera only. In ‘“‘Dor- 
cas,” which is said to be a delightful com- 
bination of comedy and music, she has a 
style of entertainment which, though novel 
to the American stage, has long been high- 
ly successful in the principal theaters of 
Paris and the other continental capitals. 
“Dorcas” is styled as an operatic comedy, 
which term easily conveys the idea of the 
style of entertainment, Tie (Paltons, 
Harry and Edward, from whose atelier have 
come the librettos of a number of suc- 
cesses, including ‘‘Erminie’’ and ‘‘Niobe,” 
are said to have surpassed themselves in 
the book of ‘“‘Dorcas.’’ The story is ac- 
knowledged to have been taken from a 
German source, but the treatment is thor- 
oughly original and according to the plot, 
should offer ample opportunity for fun- 
making of a refined order. Miss Hall, un- 
like too many famous stars, has always 
been sensible enough to surround herself 
with clever people. Her supporting com- 
pany this year is one of exceptional 
strength and merit, and includes a nuinber 
of ladies and gentlemen who, like the star, 
have won their reputations in the realm 
of comic opera. Included in the principal 
roles are such brilliant names as Jeannette 
St. Henry, for a long time the primu donna 
of the DeWolf Hopper Opera Company; 
Kate Davis, a contralto of unusual worth, 
and one of the finest character -actresses 
on the American stage, which fact was 
demonstrated by her wonderful success {fn 
the company playing Audran’s ‘“‘Miss Hel- 
yett;’’ William Broderick, whose deep, rich 
basso voice was for so many years heard 
in the leading bass roles with the Emma 
Abbott Opera Company, and in the same 
capacity for the last two years with the 
Francis Wilson Opera Company; J. Ald- 
rich Libbey, one of the most popular and 
excellent of baritenes, a leading comic 
opera favorite for a long time, and a singer

May I be pardoned if I bring this counsel 
to you. It is borne in that form which in- 
vests with a sacred charm the graces 
known as the ‘Blessed Three.’ These gol- 
den Jinks like those of faith, hope and 
charity, are stro when united, fragile 
x hen separated. ey bend the lofty col- 
umns of character, which uphold the majes- 
te superstructure of highest being. Caur- 
tesy belongs to the human side. It plays 
no part among the brutes, but distinguishes 
man. In their struggles with each other, 
restrained by no law of kindness, the lower 
animals abide the rule of might or cunning. 
From humanity alone comes the unselfish 
regard for the rights and happiness of 
others, which considers their condition, an- 
ticipates their wants and provides for their 
well being. Alas! how often do the rough 
rivalries of men produce bitterness, and de- 
gerade them to. the level of the beasts. 
To underrate a Tival for selfish ends, to 
forestall a just judgment by the poison of 
intiuendo, to play a double part and get 
all that is possible to@reed without ade- 
quate compensation is worse than discour- 
esy. It is falsehood and treachery, and 
deserves the scorn of good men. To allow 
another a fair chance, give him credit for 
what he is worth, speak kindly of him and 
help to build him up in useful labors is the 
office of the true knight. No man ever en- 
J yed with honest relish an advantage over 
a fellow man gained by unfair means. 
Alfred the Great was called the ‘Morning 
Star of Civilization,’ because he set aside 
every personal aim to devote himself sole- 
ly to the welfare of those whom he ruled. 
What a model of Christian courtesy! Of 
him Thomas Hughes says: ‘He was the 
impersonation of the divine sentiment: ‘“‘He 
that is chief among you shall be servant of 
all. If the superstitious Moslem, Saladin, 
besieged in the sacred city could show 


lion hearted,’ and in turn receive them 
over the walls of beleagured Jerusalem cen- 
turies ago, ought there ever to be an issue 
in which the Christian knight casts aside 
the pledges of his knighth and repudiates 
the debt due from man to man. A proper 
recognition of the merits of others, and 
a scorn to accept honors which are not de

Back of him was the Roman common- 
wealth, with its wealth, its magnificent 
organization and its unterrified and vyic- 
torious army. John was poor, without the 
prestige and the power which wealth and 
social and political position give.

MR. HALL MAKES CORRECTIONS 


To the Article About the Meeting in 
Captain English’s Office. 


The account of a little incident in Captain 
J. W. English's office was given in yester- 
day’s Constitution telling how the well- 
known police commissioner drew a pistol 
from his desk and asked Mr. G. W. Hall 
and Captain Amos Baker to leave his office. 

The story caused quite a deal of talk 
about town and there was much interest 
thus focused upon the opposition that is be- 
ing manifested against Captain Baker as 
one of the newly appointed city officials. 

Mr. Hall claims that there were some 
little slight inaccuracies in the report of the 
affair in the newspapers and asks the publi- 
—? of the following statement from him- 
self: 

“Editor Constitution—An article in this 
morning’s Constitution, referring to an in- 
terview between Captain Baker and myself 
and Captain J. W. English, needs some 
correction, which I beg to make. 

“Captain Baker and I are neighbors and 
have long been intimate friends. I have 
known somewhat of the issue or question 
between Mr. Looney and Captain Baker 
as to the clerkship of the recorder’s court, 
and of the discussion as to how the selec- 
tion should be made. On Friday evening late 
Captain Baker showed me a letter which he 
had received from City Clerk Woodward, 
in which. it was recited that he had been 
shown a letter from Chief of Detectives 
Wright to Captain English in reply to a 
‘request made by Captain English for an in- 
vestigation by Detective Wright of Captain 
Baker’s record, and this letter reflected 
‘seriously upon the character and integrity’ 
of Captain Baker. In talking over the mat- 
ter with Captain Baker 1 agreed to accom- 
pany him to Captain English to make a 
request to see the letter from Captain 
Wright and to ask for a copy of the same, 
learning that it had been exhibited by Cap- 
tain English to several parties privately, 
though it had not been preferred officially 
as a charge against Captain Raker. 

“The purpose of our visit was peaceful, 
and, ag stated, on meeting Captain English 
Captain Baker asked to see the letier, 
whereupon Captain English stepp2d to his 
desk and got the letter and proceeded to 
read it in our hearing, and Cap-ain Boker 
then requested a copy of the letter and this 
was refused. 

“Up to this point, I had taken no part in 
the conversation about the matfer, but, 
on hearing the unwarranteil charg2s in the 
letter and the refusal to furnish copy, 
followed by Captain Baker’s denunciation 
of the charges and his request for «in !n- 
yestigation, I, also, denounced them with. 
out foundation and a great injustice to 


a letter. 

“At this point Captain English remarked 
that we could not bulldoze him. Captain 
Baker had already’ risen to go and then 
Captain English ordered us to leave, and 
reached for his pistol. 


‘Old man, I had no intention to bulldoze 
you and did not intend to reflect on you 
personally, unless you were the «uthor or 
circulator of the charges.’ 

“Captain English seemed to be the only 
man excited at the time, and neither of 
use went out ef--his presence or out of the 
mained there until Mr. Waldo cime rp, 
and restated in substance. my fisst canver- 
sation, and such restatement was the only 
thing in the nature of an eapology, if, by 
any possibility, it could so he considered. 

“In response to Captain English’s state. 
ment to Mr. Waldo that we had come in 
a bulldozing way, I then, as I had done at 
first, disclaimed any such purpose, or 
conduct. 

‘From the sensational accountof the in.- 
terview, which has been published, it might 
be inferred that we had retired from Cap- 
tain English’s presence and from the build- 
-ing and into the street by his bravado 
demonstrations, but- nothing was further 
from the facts, for we remained cn the 
ecene until after the-interview in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Waldo and until after Captain 
English had become composed end laid 
down his pistol.

I 
did entertain the view, however, and do 
so now, that a detective’s work should be 
official, and that his report should not be 
for the private useofany one,and that, 
unless it wag to be used officiajly, it ought 
not to be used at all.
